Mrs. Kreiser has been arrest­ 
ed. 
She was the organises third 
wife, and was formerly Miss Mary 
Henderson,

county, Mo. 
She came to Kansas City to study 
voice culture and met Mr. Kreiser, 
who is one of the best known mu­ 
sicians in the city. She has been a 
teacher in the church in which Mr. 
Kreiser played and has been one of 
its hardest workers. 
Mrs. Kreiser was taken to police 
headquarters immediately 
and 
is 
being held. 
No one excepting thq 
police officers have been permitted 
to talk with her. 
Mrs. Kreiser tel­ 
ephoned Dr. 
Ralph 
Majors, 
her 
cousin, immediately after she shot 
her husband. 
He said 
she 
had 
been crazed for over a week be­ 
cause of domestic difficulties. The 
shooting was seen by no one. the 
small son being upstairs. 
After her arrest 
Mrs. 
Kreiser 
made a statement to the police, in 
which she admitted the Killing and 
gave as lier reason the fact that her 
husband had ben untrue to her, not 
once, but maul times and that he 
flaunted his infidelities in her face. 
She said they quarreled all of Fri­ 
day night over a recent escapade 
with another woman, and that the 
quarrel was resumed in the morn­ 
ing. 
Driven frantic, she said, by 
his taunts, she shot him as he was 
dressing. 
Mr. Kreiser was considered one

Mrs. Kreiser was held tonight in 
the county jail without bond on a 
charge of first degree murder.

She makes no attempt to deny 
the shooting. 
In statements made 
to friends she said that she killed 
him “because last Monday he was 
iii It y of infidelity and he and I 
have been quarreling all week over 
his conduct.” 
“I know the woman

with him last Monday night,” she 
said. “but FII never tell.” 
She added that other women had 
come into her husband’s Iii** dur­ 
ing virtually all the eleven years of 
their married life.

ships will handicap this country at 
the close of the war in its co m p e ­ 
tition with England for commercial 
supremacy of the seas, according 
to Dr. George Sidney Webster, of 
the American S e a m e n ’s Friend so­ 
ciety. 
Dr. Webster's opinions are 
based on observation in a number 
of American ports and especially 
in the port of N ew York, where a 
large Sailors’ Home is maintained 
on the North river water front. 
“The increased 
merchant 
ship 
production in this country.’’ says 
Dr. Webster, “will not of itself give 
the United States a com m ercial su­ 
premacy of 4he seas, although in 
19115 the output for probably tin* 
first time in history approximated 
that of Great Britain. 
“This increased product ion will 
not entirely fly under the American 
flag, but even a large percentage 
of the ships which should be under 
American ownership will be under 
foreign registry at the end of the 
war, when the protection afforded 
by the American flag is no longer 
necessary and the lower w ages paid 
on foreign ships will offer a great 
inducement for foreign registry.”
